PREFERENTIAL TARIFF 
FOR CANADIAN WHEAT 
RAVORED BY MUN2AY 
Somes R. Srray, general manage. 


a Alberta Pacific Grain. Co. has 
the following statement favor 


‘@p. preferential tariffs on whea: 
‘Grom: Wie Dominions entering the 
‘Motherland; 


“Et seems ridiculous to suggest, a: 
‘press degpatches fiom Otiawa dur ng 
‘the past few days indicate, tiat the 
eatire grain trade of Canada and 
grain growers of the west consider 
that a preferential taiff in favor of 
Canadian wheat in th? British marke 
would be of no advantage to Canada. 
Confidential briefs, indicating such 
a view. may have been submitted t» 
the Dominion Government by the 
authorized spokesmen of various 
bodies, but it is absured to assume 
there is no contrary opinion among 
those they purport to represent. The 
official representations mad> by 
grain trade spokesmen are not the 
views of all grain dealers anymore 
than the wheat pools and provincia! 
governments express the views of all 
farmers in the west, 

“Almost anyone can agree that a 
quota system would be cumbersome 
and useless, but a preferential tariff 
4s a different matter. Personally, 1 
believe the free entry of Canadian 
wheat into the Eriiish market, by ‘ar 
the biggest wheat importing market 
in the world, with a duty against non- 
Empire wheat, would be a distinct 
advantage in marketing our Canadian 
crop, and over a period of years would 
assist in obtaining better prices for 
our western grain growers. Consif: 
ering almost prohibitive tariffs 
against all wheat impots now in effect 
{n all European countries, I believe 
there is much to be gained and noth- 
ing to loose by such a preference. 

“It seems to me unfortunate, par- 
ticularly at this time, when wheat 
growers in Western Canada need all 
the assistance and encouragement 
they can get that spokesmen, who 
are best supposedly represent less 
than half of the farmers in the west, 
should take the position that a pre- 
ferential tariff in favor of our wheat 
in the British market is a matter of 
supreme indifference to them, What- 
ever the views of our western farmers 

may have been on this matter fifteen 

or twenty years ago, I do not believe 
they are today indifferent to the ad- 
vantages that would acrue to them 
from such a preference. 1 believe 
that if the Dominion Government can, 
in exchange for tariff concessions on 
British manufactures entering Can- 


ada, secure a preferential tariff in 
favor of Canadian wheet entering

the British market, they will accom- 
plish something of great benefit to the 
whole of Canada and will earn the 
thanks of the majority of farmers 
and business men on Western Can- 
ada.” i ;

Fish From Prairie Provinces 


Fisheries Production In Western 
Provinces Has High Value 

Mention the Prairie Provinces of 
Canada — Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta—and the average person 
visualizes waving fields of grain, and 
Probably would hardly believe that an 
abundance of fish comes from these 
provinces. It is a fact, nevertheless, 
that the fisheries of these three prov- 
inces are substantial, for within their 
boundaries are numerous large and 
small lakes in which there are abund- 
ant fish. 

The fisheries production of the 
Prairie Provinces in 1931 was valued 
at $1,909,040, over $500,000 less than 
in the previous year. Nearly the whole 
of the commercial catch is sold for 
consumption fresh; the only prepared 
products are smoked goldeyes and 
tullibee in Manitoba, The fisheries of 
Manitoba are of first importance with 
an output in 1931 valued at $1,241,- 
575. Saskatchewan is second with 
$453,056, and Alberta third with 
$184,859. The fisheries production of 
the Yukon Territory was valued at 
$29,550. Whitefish is the principal 
item for the three provinces and the 
territory as a whole, the value of the 
output of this variety in the year 
under review totalling $770,698. Pick- 
erel is next in importance, followed 
by trout and tullibee. Taking each 
province separately, whitefish is 


shown to be first in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, while pickerel is first in 
Manitoba. Trout is found chiefly in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, the catch 
in Manitoba being comparatively 
small. The total quantity of fish of all 
kinds caught in the three provinces 
and the territory in 1931 was 291,- 
147,000 pounds.

Five Centuries Behind 


Is Opinion Australian M.P. Expressed 
After Talk With De Valera 

An insight into the objectives of 
De Valera is supplied by Hon. R. 
D. Elliott, a member of Parliament 
in Australia, who records his impres- 
sions of a meeting with the Free 
State President in the London Ex- 
press, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott sought to discuss 
English markets for Irish goods with 
Mr. De Valera, but the latter would 
talk only of “how the Kings of Eng- 
land destroyed the ancient trade of 
Ireland.” 

The Australian Parliamentarian 
goes on to say: 

The living unemployed mean less 
to Mr. De Valera than the dead vic- 
tims of a past tyranny. The economic 
prosperity of a living people counts 
for nothing compared with the vindi- 
cation of an outraged past. 

My mind crossed the narrow seas 
to England, and I thought of the 
English of today—a people merciful, 
generous and possessed of a sublime 
patience. 

Then I brought my mind back to 
Ireland—to a romantic, brilliant, 
creative people that have given so 
much more to the world than they 
have taken from it. 

And I looked at Mr, De Valera. 

We sat at a table two feet wide. 
But a gap of five centuries divided 
us.—Toronto Telegram.

Defensive Tactics 

In my previous article a general 
outline was given of thd high card 
and distributional strength necessary 
for the overcalling hand to hold when 
making a defensive overcall. It was 
shown that, when vulnerable, the 
jovercaller must have a stronger hand 
both in high cards, and in taking 
tricks in the suit bid, than when not 
vulnerable. Also that, when a bid of 
two is necessary to overcall, the hand 
overcalling must be considerably 
\stronger especially when vulnerable. 
| What I will try to show today is how 
far it is good bridge to carry defens- 
ive bidding, 

This must be answered by an analy- 
sis of the invisible side of the score 
sheet. An average contract rubber may 
be said to average one thousand points 
profit to the winners. This one thou- 
sand points for the purpose of this 
| analysis, is divided into four hundred 
|points and six hundred points. The 
four hundred points represents the 
concealed or invisible value of the 
first game of the rubber. The six hun- 
dred points represents the concealed 
or invisible value of the final game of 
the rubber. If then, a first game of a 
rubber is worth four hundred points, 
it follows that defense which stops a 
sure first game at a cost of four hun- 
dred points, is good defense. Notwith- 
standing the hard fact, that the de- 
fense partnership has against them in 
the honor column a definite four hun- 
dred points. Still if the incurring of 
this four hundred point penalty stop- 
ped game by the adversaries, the de- 
fense players have really broken even. 
If, however, after the deal is completed 
and the four hundred point penalty 
has been incurred, it is found that the 
opponents could not have made game, 
then the penalty incurred is a total 
loss, to the penalty incurrers. It fol- 
lows then, that defense bidding must 
be predicated on two basic factors:— 
First. It is certain that the oppon- 
ents can make their contract. If it is 
not certain, then as a rule, it is best, 
rather than overbid and take a pen- 
alty, to allow the opponents to play 
the hand with the hope of defeating 
them, If it is certain that the oppon- 
ents can make their contract, then 
the defender must know how large a 


penalty he is going to incur, and that 
knowledge constitutes the second bas- 
ic factor. 

It is necessary for the overbidding 
aide to closely approximate, through 
their knowledge of their combined 
holdings, together with a knowledge 
of the combined holdings of the ad- 
versaries, the number of tricks they 
will take when playing the defensive 
contract, It is assumed always in this 
discussion that the defender’s con- 
tract has been doubled, 

The following table shows the pen- 
alties which are allowable to defend- 
ers in order to save game. 

To save first game the defenders 
may be set three tricks doubled. If 
the contract is set less than three 
tricks, the defenders show a profit. 
If set more than three tricks the de- 
fenders show a loss, 

To save second game, when the de- 
fenders are not vulnerable, a set of 
four tricks doubled may be taken. If 
the set is less than four tricks, the de- 
fenders show a profit, if more than 
four tricks a loss. 

To save rubber game a set of two 
tricks doubled may be taken. If less 
than two tricks the defenders show a 


profit, if more than two tricks a loss. | 


Defense Against Partial Scores 

About one game in four on the 
average is made by a side having a 
partial score. It follows then that a 
partial score is worth one quarter of 
the game score premium, plus the 
partial score itself. This gives an in- 
visible value to any partial score of 
between one hundred and fifty and 
two hundred points. The factor of 
safety in defense overbidding to save 
partial scores is very small and it 
takes very close figuring by the de- 
fenders to successfully defend against 
partial score contracts. As a rule.the 
most expert bridge player is in diff- 
culties, when trying to figure wheth- 
er he is going to be set two or three 
tricks. If to save partial score he is 
set three tricks doubled unvulnerable, 
he has suffered a big loss, If he is set 
two tricks doubled he has broken 
even, and if he is set one trick doubled 
he has made a profit. 

To sum up then, defensive over- 
bidding is a very important factor in 
Contract, but its use must be pre- 
dicated on precise card valuation 
methods, and also an ability by the 
player to estimate closely the losing 
tricks in the combined hands, if the 
contract is played in the overbid,

RHUBARB JUICE 


Rhubarb juice is particularly valu- 
able for fruit beverages, and for com- 
bining with other fruit juices to lend 
tartness to jellies.

Sport and Adventure 


In Northeastern Manitoba 


Following the Historic Canoe Routes 
Of the Pioneer Traders 

A section of Canada which has re- 
cently attracted attention is north- 
eastern Manitoba where gold was dis- 
covered last fall in the vicinity of Is- 
land Lake. For years this territory 
was little prospected although rich 
finds’ were. made in the Red Lake 
section of Ontario to the east, and in 
the Herb and Flin Flon Lake sections 
to the west. The usual means of en- 
try to this section in summer is by 
way of Norway House at the head of 
Lake of Winnipeg, which is reached 
by comfortable steamer from Selkirk 
on the Red River, twenty-three miles 
forth of Winnipeg. Here at. Norway 
House will be found a combination of 
the medieval and modern, and the 
traveller may rest in the shade of the 
old trading post conducted by the 
Hudson's Bay Company while con- 
templating the activity around the 
Indian boarding school, the wireless 
station and the air bases located at 
this point. 

Norway House, where there is a 
good summer hotel with accommoda- 
tion for seventy-five guests, is the dis- 
tributing point for four outposts, 
namely: Island Lake, God's Lake, Ox- 
ford House, and Cross Lake, at each 
of which will’ be found the usual 
trading posts, traders, trappers and 
Indians. It is in the territory served 
by these outposts that the angler will 
| find the best fishing. 

The tourist sportsman will find this 
@ delightful country as the network 
of waterways, well fringed with tim- 
ber, provide an easy means of travel. 
Good canoemen and boats may be en- 
gaged at Norway House and pictur- 
esque canoe routes lead north to Cross 
Lake and northeastward to the Nel- 
son River, God's Lake and Island 
Lake, the latter a two hundred mile 
cruise, The maze of waterways in- 
clude some of the oldest and most 
historic canoe routes of the pioneer 
traders and trappers plying between 
Norway House and York Factory on 
Hudson Bay. 

Good fishing may be had in prac- 
tically all of the lakes and streams in 
the district and the angler in search 
of trout is assured of exceptionally 
fine sport as hundreds of lakes con- 
tain lake trout of a very large size, 
specimens up to fifty pounds in 
weight being common. Some of the 
better known waters for this species 
include Cross, Molson, Oxford, Island 
and God’s Lake, although scores of 
the lesser known waters will, no 
doubt, furnish equally good sport. 

Many anglers are unaware that 
speckled trout are to be found in 
Manitoba waters, and it will be a 
pleasant surprise to find these gamy 
fighters in abundance and of an ex- 
ceptionally large size in these north- 
ern waters. The wealth of the smaller 
streams is unknown, but in many of
